PERTAINING T0 THE PAVING

Judge Walton's Reoant Dacision Disonssed
and the Oharter Oited-

CITY [ENGINEER ROSEWATER'S VIEWS

Me Holds that the €harter Provislons Have
Not Deen Properly Presented to the
Courts — Sections that Have
Never Neen Considered.

Clty Engineer Rosownater, in commonting
upon the opinions of both tho distriot and
supreme eourts o relation to the propor in-
terpretation of the city chartor of this clty
and Beatrice, eltos from the charter In sup.
port of his position, He holds that it 1s not
necessary to hnve n petition from throo-fiftha
or any other numboer of the property ownors
In ordor to erénte o paving distelet, but that
whon such o disteliet fs oronted and thoe clty
noeglocta to pavo 14, tho proporty ownors can
compel the city to go nhead with tho work
mapped out by & majority potition. Or whon
they desire the ofts to pave whoro a district
has not been croated by tho council, the
proporty owners oan, by o threoo-fifths petis
tion, authorize the mayor and council o go
ahond, tho proporty owners in that ¢aso  ns-
suming the entire expensoe.

Boatrice Case Cited,

In spoaking of the opinion of the supromae
court in thoe Beatrice case, tho city engineer
said: “The court based its opinon on the
fact that cortain signatures to the petition
ropresented county and  school property,
which, It was alleged, wias nontaxable, and
thorefore could not bo proporly rogarded as
conatituting n part of the nevessary majority
to eall for tho ordering of the work, The
court held that after trying to find from the

statutes  what  constituted  nonnssess-
able property, it could find noth-
ing  that would come undor that

head expressly designated by the charter,
and tuerefore construod nontaxable proporty
to bo such as thoe general statutes exempted
from taxation, After so elassig this
vroperty in controversy in the Boatrice caso
thev excluded it, and held that the petition
was therefore lacking in tho number of feer
represented and thus also veld. Now, 1
hold that this law was framed for metro-
wlitnn eities, and as such was copled
y Lincoln and Beatrice.

Exempt trom Assessment,

“The position of the ecourt is erroneous in
determwining what i3 nonasseasable  prop-
erty, ns it is not that which may be ox-
empted from taxatlon, but is that which
cannotl be assessod, even by the legislature,
There Is npnassessable property in Omaha
and Lancoln, and there i3 In every city where
the government owns i postoftice, The log-
islnture ¢oded to the government all state
rights in connection with the postoMoe prop-
erty here, even to the midadle of the streets
passing it, and no policoman, constable or
other state officer has o right toarrest & man
there, nor can tho city nssess for lmprove-
meants made there, That i3 what is meant
by nenussessable property, and hero is the
clnuse relating t the conrae of procedure in
such easesa:  ‘If n any city of the metro-
politan class thers shall be any real estate
not subioet to assessment of special taxes
for paving purposes, the mayor and council
shall have the powoer to pave in front of the
same and to pay the cost thoreof that swould
otherwise be chargeable on such resl estute,
in the same mwanner as hervein proyided for
tho paving of intersection of streats and
paying therefor.’ 1 am satisficd that the
court wonlil not have rondored its decision
in tho Boeatrice case had [ts attention been
called to this clnsa of nonasscasable prop-
erty to which roforence is made in the chur-
ter.

Discnssns the Sltuntion.

*Now, asto this decision mndo by Judge
Walton, He holds that befors the paving
can be done it requires a throe-fifths peti-
tion of the property swners to create the
paving district. Again 1 am compotled to
differ. Here is what the charter says about
the matter in section Gi:

“The mayor and councll shall have power to
Improve any street or alley, or part thercof, in
the elty, and for that purpose to ereate saltn-
Ble street Improvement distelets, whileh shall
be consecatively numbored, such work to bho
done under contract, and under the suporin-
tendenee of the Bonrd of Public Works of the
city. Sald tmiprovementa shall consist of pav-
Ing, ropaviong or msendamizing, ns woll os
curbing, it such aro necessary on nny street or
ulley ordered by tho mayor and councll,

“When the city counell neglects o pave or
improve a district ouce cronted by it, the
chartor provides as follows:

"Whenever the owners of the lots or lnnds
ubutting upon the streets or alleys within
the street Inprovoment distelet representin
womajority of thi foot frontngo  thereon shal
petition the coupell o bmprove such stroosts
oralleys, itshall e the daty of the mayor
wnd councll to fmprova the swme, and o all
cnses of [Imvlu-..'. repaving or wacikdamizing
thire shall Do usell sach materinl as such -
Jority of the property owners shall detormine
upon;  provided the councll shnll be noti-
ol In writing by sald ownoers of such deter-
mination within® thirty days next after tho
pussnge and approval of the ordinance order-
nyg such lmproving.  In easo such owners full
to deslgnate the materisl they desire to uss In
snch fmproving In manner and within the thoe
above provided, the msyor and council shall
dhtermine upon the materind to be wssd. Pro-
vided further, that whenover the property
OwWners re lrc-u'llll.ll)i thirap-1ifths of tho feot
frontnge of lots or Inods upon any streot or
alley, or part theroof, shall petinan the city

counell 1o orente an {mprovement
district including stroot und nllvy
intersoctions, i any, and o have

the same Improved without cost to the eiry,
tnen and 1o that cate the council shall have
power o create such distrelet and cause o con-
truct to be pinde Tor sueh improvement, ol to
assens and levy o spectal tax upon all lots or
lunds within such  lwprovemont distelet so
creatod, to pay for the suld Tmprovoment
within tho sama, Including the Intersection of
atroots nond alloys, 1 any.  The mayor and
councll mn{. I thelr diseretion, Include sl
thoe read estate (o0 be ehurged wod assossod
with the cost of such Lmprovemont in tho e

provement districts o Is sectlon hore-
nhefore provided for, bt  the uro
not  required  sp o (o nnt the

mayor nnd counctl msy o thele diseretion, in
determining whether the requisite mnjorvity of
the owners, who e horelnbofore authorlzon
o petlton for illllurln'lus nud to determing
tho ki of materiald to bho usod therefore, hnve
Jolned In sach petition and detormbnntion,
consider and take lnto account all of the
ownurs of all real pstato to be chargod and os-
sessad with the cost of Lwpravement, or only
such ns own renl estate that in fact abuts upon
pivrt of the strest proposod 1o be lnproyved,
What May He Done,

“Thres things are very plainly stated by
tne charter in the section quoted, First, the
wayorund councll can go ufwml ot any time
and ereste paving districts and order paving
regardloss of property owners or poetitions,
Second, if, after aistricts have been oreated
the council coneludes not to go ahond  with
the work, or refuses to do so, o wajority of
the foot-front owners can compel that body,
ll‘)' petition, to go on with the lmprovement.
Third, @ threg-nfths majority of the
foot front owners in any undistricted terri-
tory can at any time authorize the council tn
crente o paving disteiot, the propevty owners
in such district to pay the entire cost of the
unprovement, wherens under other elreum-
stances they would have to pay lor but part
of 1t, Here is a clause that some of the law
luterpreters scom to haye stumbled upon:
Clurbing and guttering shall nol be ordered
or réquired to be laid on any stroet, avenuo
or alley not orderad to be rawm.l. 0x-
cept  on  the  petition o oo
jority of the ownurs of the proporty
abutting along the line of that portion of
the street, avenus or alley o be paved and
guttered.! The whole work, weludiog pav-
ing of the streot,con he ordorad without peti
tion, but it it Is only to be curbed aod gut-
tered and the paving left untld some other
time, It roquires o wsjority potibion. I am
thoroughly convineed that the pesition of the
court is erroncous because Lho facts lave not
fully been presented In the cases tried, and
shiat the wnjority petition provision of the
chartor s very gencreally misunderstood.”

Coutractors Opialon.

The decislon of Judge Walton in the case
of Beard ngainst the clity of Omaha ealls
forth » vast amount of sdverse comment,
aud it is the unsuimous oxpression that it
will greatly daiay all publie lmprovement
this yoar éven if it does not prevent it en-
tirely, One of the priscipal paving ecoo-
tractors sald yestenday :

St Is somebhiog rldiculous to hold that the
Board of Public Works cannol advertise for

contractors  cannot  bld  Intelligen
untll thoy know what maberial s 1o bs R
1t mught to be apparent 8o any ono that &
contractor éan bid on any material, no mat.
ter whether 1t s o be used or not, for he
never knows when he bids whother he or
some one alse will get the conteact. 1t In
hawevar, of the utmost Imporiance to the
property ownor to know what thoe blis ars
on the varions material before he can deoldo
#8 to which one he wants, as the cost (s what
Infloences him in nine canos out of ten, and
mot hia Individunl proference as to the bare
muterinl,

S that opinion holdls good and the el
goos ahiend on that wheory, and matorial
solectod for the various distriota bofors hids
are nsked for, what protection would the
proverty owners have! Why, thoy would
simply be skinned alive, Suppass vou and 1
wern brick contractors, an __.l?_dlswinu
were ordorsd paved with ~ ool bida
asked for. Wao would g . wgether and
agroo that as the distrelots on, aay the south
side, were handior for youn, and that as
I woula got my matorial over the Missourl
Pracifio the north side would ¢ botter for
me  Wao would bof® bid on all K districts,
bt 1 would bid ont o sight on the . yuth side
nnd you would slap the price away up on tho
noth side, and we would each got what we
wantod, even the winning bids boing & good
advanee over any that hnve over boen acs
vepted by the board

“Hut the board could roject all tho bids if
it thought them too hight

“Waoll, It might bo avzuad that way, but it
would not pan out in practies, for tho con-
tractor woull manidamus the city and ¢om-
pol the award of the contract, The bids
might bo relected once oF twice, but & con-
tractor conld make s winniag showimg (F it
wis persistently sought to keep him from
from gotting the contract aftor tho property
owners hnd declared for his material and
the baard had sdvertisod,

“You seo, after the property ownors have
soloctod thoir matorial their rights have
beon fulty oxercised and they havoe no furthor
protection. The only way that the elty ean
hopoto get the most favorable bida by
putting the various matorials in compotition
with onch othor, for whon all bul ono
are baread In o cortpin district that one is
iroing in at a stilf fizure. 1 understand how
it happened that the decidlon is as it is. Tho
city was not properly ropresentod in the
case.  Tho eity attornoy did not enll o wite
ness, or wako any showing from the oftlces
of thn city enginoer or  Boarda of Public
Works, and the court was left entiroly in
the dark as to the roal facts in the case, It
is not to be expected that the court would
beus familiar with the wintter as city of-
ficers whoseduties rolate to it almost en-
tirely. but for some reason  the eity did not
eall thom and the case practically wont by
doefault.”
